To  aid  person*  is  their  choice  ot  location,  the  following  explanation  of 
the  reason  for  a  preference  for  the  West  over  the  East,  is  quoted  from  relie- 

able  authority:  ;

WE8T  ENDS. 

Most  person*  think  that  the  reason  why  the  West  end  of  London  or  Now 
York  is  more  fashionable  than  the  East,  is  nothing  more  than  the  topograph¬ 
ical  figuration  of  the  capital  Hot  the  Academy  of  Scvenoe#  of  Paris  has  pro¬ 
nounced  this  opinion  to  be  a  delusion,  at  wa  loam  from  an  article  in  the  Loo* 
don|Atheawum. 

In  the  first  place,  it  appear*  that  it  is  not  only  at  London,  bat  at  Paris,  Vi¬ 
enna,  Berlin,  Turin,  St.  Petenibarjrh,  end  almost  every  other  capital  in  Eu* 
rope-— at  Liege,  Caen,  Montpelier,  Toole— s.  and  several  other  large  towns — 
wherever,  in  fact,  there  are  not  great  local  obstacle# — the  tendency  of  the 
wealthier  inhabitant*  to  group  tbenwelves  to  the  west  ifi  almost  aa  strongly 
marked  aa  in  the  ‘'great  metropolis"  ,  In  the  e—d  place,  at  PompeH  and 
other  ancient  towns,  the  same  thing  may  be  noticed  ;  and  in  the  third 
where  thJ  local  figuration  of  the  town  necessitate*  an  increase  In  a  dil 
direction,  the  moment  the  obstacle  cease*,  bouse*  spread  toward  the 
This  last  fact  may,  it  is  aisled,  be  particularly  observed  at  Rome,  gad  to  B 
certain  extent,  at  Edinburgh. 

When,  then,  all  cities  and  tow—  hare  their  best  diatrkes  in  the  watt,  it  is 
pretty  clear  that  the  cense  of  it  must  be  some  general  law  entirely  distinct 
from  local  situation  What  is  that  law?  “It  arises  from  the  atmospheric 
pressure,"  answers  the  Academy  of  Science.  “When  the  barometric  column 
rises,  smoke  sod  pernicious  emanations  rapidly  evaporate  in  space.  In  th* 
contrary  case  w*  see  that  amoka  and  pernicious  vapors  remain  in  apartments 
and  on  the  anrfkce  of  the  soiL  Now,  s—ry  a—  knows  that  ot  all  winds,  that 
which  causes  the  greatest  ascension  of  the  barometric  column  is  that  of  the 
east,  and  that  which  lowers  the  moat  is  the  west.  When  the  latter  blows,  it 


has  the  inconvenience  of  carrying  with  it  to  the  eastern  pert  of  the  town  all 
the  deleterious  gaocs  which  it  meets  in  its  passage  over  .the  western  parts.  It 
resuha  from  that  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  a— tan  part  of  the  town  hare  to  ** 
snppcrt  not  only  their  own  amok#  and  miaoma,  l/  those  of  the  w eaters  part 
oftne  town,  brought  to  them  by  the  west  wind*. 

•“When,  on  the  contrary,  the  east  wind  blows,  it  purifie*  the  air  by  ceasing 
to  ascend  the  pernicious  emanations  which  it  cannot  drive  to  the  want. 
Consequently,  the  inhabitant*  of  the  west  receive  para  hi r  from  whatever  part 
of  the  heriann  it  may  arrive ;  and  it  may  be  added  that,  aa  the  west  winds 
are  those  which  moat  frequently  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  th*  air 
per*  and  as  it  arrives  from  the  country.”
